HISTORY 


Foundation — The  School  of  Horticulture  for  Women  was 
founded  in  1910  by  a  number  of  women  who  realized  the  need  in 
America  of  a  practical  training  school  in  the  various  branches  of 
horticulture.  I^ngland,  Germany,  Belgium,  Italy,  Denmark  and 
Russia  have  established  schools  of  gardening  for  women,  and  these 
occupy  a  recognized  place  in  the  educational  world.  Since  the  war 
and  the  reorganization  of  labor  these  schools  have  forcibly  proved 
their  real  value  and  played  a  vital  part  in  the  production  of  food 
throughout  Europe. 

Object — The  School  of  Horticulture  for  Women  at  Ambler  is 
the  first  training  school  in  practical  horticulture  for  women  in 
America.  The  object  of  this  training  is  to  give  educated  women 
scientific  instruction,  combined  with  actual  practice.  Upon  this 
training  particular  emphasis  is  laid,  thus  encouraging  skill  in  man- 
ual operations  and  a  thorough  knowledge  of  horticulture  from  a 
professional  standpoint. 

Equipment — The  school  property  consists  of  seventy-one  acres. 
About  twenty  acres  are  used  for  the  school  in  the  various  branches 
of  horticulture  and  the  remainder  for  farm  crops.  The  school 
grounds  contain  commercial  and  educational  orchards,  a  nursery  of 
ornamental  trees,  shrubs  and  young  fruit  trees ;  vegetable  gardens, 
flower  gardens,  greenhouses,  hot-beds  and  cold-frames ;  also  a  well- 
equipped  poultry  plant,  a  demonstration  kitchen  and  an  apiary. 

The  school  buildings  include  an  attractive  old  farm  house,  con- 
taining the  administrative  offices  and  dining-rooms.  The  two  dormi- 
tories accommodate  the  resident  Faculty  and  twenty  students,  and 
also  contain  sitting  and  class-rooms.  All  buildings  have  electric 
light  and  steam  or  hot  water  heat.  Non-resident  students  may 
obtain  rooms  in  the  neighborhood. 

The  school  is  within  easy  reach  of  several  well-known  nurs- 
eries,, greenhouses,  seed  gardens  and  noted  estates.  Trips  are  fre- 
quently made  to  these  places  to  supplement  the  regular  instruction. 

Situation — The  school  is  situated  on  the  Old  Limekiln  Road, 
eighteen  miles  north  of  Philadelphia,  and  two  miles  east  of  the 
railroad  at  Ambler,  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  a  town  on 
the  Bethlehem  Branch  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad. 
There  are  frequent  trains  between  Philadelphia  and  Ambler.  The 
electric  line  from  Philadelphia  to  Allentown  (via  Chestnut  Hill) 
passes  about  a  mile  and  a  half  from  the  school,  the  nearest  stop 
being  Rose  Valley.  The  electric  cars  go  in  both  directions  every 
half  hour  during  the  day.  When  coming  from  New  York,  the  near- 
est route  to  Ambler  is  via  the  New  Jersey  Central  Railroad,  chang- 
ing at  Jenkintown  or  Wayne  Junction,  Penna.  If  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  is  used,  the  change  is  made  in  Philadelphia.  Taxis  are 
available  at  Ambler  station. 
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Endowment — An  endowment  fund  is  necessary  for  the  perma- 
nent establishment  of  the  school.  At  present,  as  is  true  of  most 
educational  institutions,  it  is  largely  supported  by  donations  and 
subscriptions.  This  support  comes  from  those  who  recognize  the 
opportunity  for  women  in  this  new,  healthful  and  remunerative  oc- 
cupation, and  see  in  its  work  much  benefit  to  the  country  in  the 
production  and  conservation  of  food. 

Fees — The  fees  are  low  in  order  to  enable  women  of  limited 
means  to  avail  themselves  of  the  instruction  ofTered.  In  a  school 
of  this  type  an  excellent  corps  of  instructors  is  a  necessity  and 
equipment  and  repairs  are  a  great  expense. 

Scholarships — Full  or  partial  scholarships  will  be  accepted.  For 
information  communicate  with  Miss  Elizabeth  Leighton  Lee,  Di- 
rector of  the  school. 


POSITIONS  OPEN  TO  STUDENTS 

The  regular  two-year  course  prepares  for  all  lines  of  work  in 
practical  horticulture  and  for  the  executive  and  teaching  positions 
which  are  now  open  to  women.  Graduates  of  the  school  are  hold- 
ing positions  such  as  Instructor  in  Gardening  in  a  Normal  College 
in  Tennessee  ;  Assistant  City  Agent,  Agricultural  Extension  Work, 
University  of  Tennessee ;  Organizer  of  the  Community  Garden 
Work  in  Akron.  Ohio;  Urban  Garden  Agent,  the  State  of  Virginia; 
Lecturers  under  the  Women's  League  of  the  National  Council  of 
Defense ;  Consultant  Gardener,  Practical  Gardener  and  Designer  ; 
Draftsman,  several  hold  positions  as  superintendents  of  private 
estates  and  greenhovises,  and  others  have  the  management  of  coun- 
try places  of  their  own. 

The  school  has  drawn  its  students  from  the  colleges  and  sec- 
ondary schools  in  all  parts  of  the  United  States  and  from  Canada 
and  England.

Supplies,  including  text-books,  rental  of  tools,  etc.,  for  the  two 
years,  approximate  $50.00. 

A  special  student  is  one  who  pursues  a  course  laid  down  by 
members  of  the  Faculty  with  the  approbation  of  the  Director  with 
a  view  to  a  certificate  of  proficiency  on  the  completion  of  that 
course.    No  entrance  examination  is  required. 

A  partial  student  is  one  who,  under  certain  provisions,  is  per- 
mitted to  pursue  such  individual  subjects  as  she  is  competent  to 
take. 

Stvidents  entering  under  one  catalogue  will  be  required  to  con- 
form to  any  changes  introduced  during  their  period  of  studentship. 
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SYNOPSIS  OF  COURSES 


Bee-Keeping — 3  hours  for  20  weeks.  Lecture  and  practical 
work.  Natural  history  and  functions  of  the  bee;  care  and  feeding; 
honey  production.  Several  colonies  of  bees  for  which  the  students 
are  responsible  afford  practical  demonstration.  Units  1 

Botany  (Junior) — 2  hours  for  40  weeks.  Lecture  and  labora- 
tory work.  Important  fundamental  features  of  the  structure,  func- 
tions and  classification  of  the  higher  plants ;  development  of  plant 
from  seedling  to  mature  stage ;  special  reference  to  the  origin, 
structure  and  functions  of  root,  stem,  leaf  and  flower. 

Each  student  makes  a  collection  of  at  least  50  plants.  Special 
emphasis  is  placed  on  the  identification  of  the  weeds  of  garden  and 
field.  Field  trips  are  taken.  The  course  is  illustrated  with  living 
and  prepared  specimens,  miscroscopic  and  lantern  slides.  Assigned 
readings  supplement  the  lectures.  Units  2 

Botany  (Senior) — 2  hours  for  40  weeks.  Lecture  and  demon- 
stration work.  Important  natural  families  of  flowering  plants,  es- 
pecially those  which  yield  economic  products ;  vegetative  and  floral 
parts  of  these  plants ;  systematic  relation  of  the  families  to  each 
other.  The  common  diseases  of  flowering  plants  are  emphasized; 
bacteria,  mould  mildew,  smut,  rust,  etc.  Ten  weeks  of  the 
course  are  devoted  to  a  study  of  the  principles  of  Plant  Breeding. 
Assigned  reading  with  discussions  are  given.  Units  2 

Business  Methods — Occurring  alternate  years.  Two  hours  for 
ten  weeks.  Lecture  and  demonstration  work.  How  to  open  and 
maintain  a  bank  account.  Commercial  papers;  their  form,  function, 
and  extent  of  liability  involved.  Elementary  accounting,  its  need 
and  application  in  any  farming  enterprise.  How  to  determine 
profits  or  losses  on  individual  accounts.  Federal  Farm  Loan  Act. 
Relations  between  employer  and  employee.  The  principles  of  busi- 
ness letter  writing.  Property:  The  relation  of  tenant  and  land- 
lord, and  obligations  and  rights  of  each  ;  rights  of  adjoining  owners 
(fences  and  party  walls);  fixtures;  border  trees;  vegetable  pro- 
ducts; water  rights.  Units  ^ 

Canning  and  Preserving — 4  hours  for  20  weeks.  Explanatory 
and  practical  work.  Vegetables  canned  by  the  cold  pack  process. 
Fruit,  jams,  jellies,  preserves.    Pickles.    Packing  and  shipping.

Care  of  Animals — I  hour  for  40  weeks.  Routine  care  of  the 
cow,  horse  and  pig.    Milking,  driving,  harnessing.  Units  1 

Care  of  the  Wood  Lot — Occurring  alternate  years.  2  hours  for 
10  weeks.  Lecture  and  observation  work.  Value  of  small  forests; 
care  of  forest  trees  ;  especially  in  private  wood  lot ;  modern  problems 
of  forestry.  Units 
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Carpentry — 2  hours  for  20  weeks.  Practical  lessons  in  carpen- 
try. Use  of  wood-working  tools ;  making  frames,  boxes,  etc. ;  mak- 
ing and  glazing  hot-bed  sash,  etc.  Units  J/2 

Chemistry — 2  hours  per  week  for  30  weeks.  Lecture  and  dem- 
onstrations. Chemical  processes  involved  in  plant  and  animal  life  ; 
elements  and  simpler  compounds  found  in  plants  and  animals ;  the 
composition  of  soils,  plant  and  animal  foods,  human  foods ;  fertil- 
izers, insecticides.  The  aim  throughout  will  be  to  make  the  sub- 
ject matter  practical.  Units  IJ^ 

Economic  Zoology — 2  hours  per  week  for  50  weeks,  during 
Junior  and  Senior  years,  units  divided.  Lectures  and  field  work. 
The  common  animal  life  of  field  and  garden.  Special  emphasis 
upon  the  entomological  phase  of  the  work.  An  insect  collection 
properly  labeled  will  be  required.  Units  2J4 

Floriculture  (Junior) — 7  hours  per  week  for  40  weeks.  Lecture 
and  practical  work.  The  course  includes  the  arrangement  and  culti- 
vation of  all  the  principal  groups  of  outdoor  flowers ;  spring  and 
summer  flowering  bulbs  and  tubers;  annuals,  biennials,  hardy  her- 
baceous perennials,  roses  and  plants  for  Rock  Gardens.  Preparation 
of  the  soil,  suitable  manures  and  fertilizers,  and  diseases.  Prep- 
aration and  care  of  the  lawn.  In  the  practical  work  particular 
stress  is  laid  on  the  value  of  operations  repeated  many  times  in 
order  to  learn  dexterity.  Units  4 

Floriculture  (Senior) — 7  hours  per  week  for  40  weeks.  Lecture 
and  practical  work.  This  course  deals  mainly  with  flowers  grown 
under  glass  for  market  or  for  conservatory  and  house  decoration 
and  includes  greenhouse  management,  herbaceous  plants  and  bulbs, 
cut  flowers  such  as  carnations,  chrysanthemums,  sweet  peas,  etc. 
Potted  plants  as  gloxinias,  cyclamen,  schizanthus,  etc.  Packing  and 
marketing  flowers  and  plants.  Units  4 

Fruit  Grov/ing  (Junior) — 6  hours  per  week  for  40  weeks.  Lec- 
ture and  practical  work.  A  general  course  dealing  with  propagation, 
transplanting,  pruning  and  spraying ;  selection  and  care  of  orchard 
land,  climatic  and  human  factors  in  fruit  growing;  inter-crops,  cov- 
er crops ;  general  management  of  the  orchards,  etc.  Units  4 

Fruit  Growing  (Senior) — 6  hours  per  week  for  40  weeks.  Lec- 
ture and  practical  work.  The  different  leading  trees,  vines  and  small 
fruits  of  the  temperate  zone  north  of  the  sub-tropics.  Some  atten- 
tion is  given  to  promising  fruits  that  are  not  yet  of  commercial  im- 
portance. Land  selection  and  systematic  pomology  are  also  con- 
sidered briefly,  and  specific  horticultural  problems  are  also  worked 
out.  Units  4 
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Greenhouse  Construction — Occurring  alternate  years.  I  hour 
lecture  for  10  weeks.  Location  of  the  greenhouses,  water  supply, 
materials,  types  of  houses  for  different  purposes,  heating  and  ven- 
tilating systems.  Units  J4 

Landscape  Gardening  (Elementary)— 3  hours  per  week  for  40 
weeks.  Lecture  and  practical  work.  Open  to  seniors  and  special 
students.  General  layout  of  grounds ;  selection  of  site ;  placing  of 
flower  garden,  design,  combination  of  color ;  perennials ;  annuals ; 
garden  furniture  ;  special  kinds  of  gardens ;  shrubs  and  trees ;  walls, 
pools.  Simple  drafting  and  surveying.  In  the  spring  visits  will  be 
made  to  various  estates  as  a  practical  demonstration.  Units  2 

Poultry  Husbandry — 3  hours  per  week  for  40  weeks.  Lecture 
and  practical  work.  Care  and  feeding;  incubation;  varieties  for 
table  use  and  egg  production ;  preparation  for  market.        Units  3 

Rural  Economy — 3  hours  per  week  for  10  weeks.  Lecture  and 
practical  work,  tools  and  implements;  walks  and  drives;  fences. 
Elements  of  farm  crops.  ,  Units  ^ 

Soils  and  Fertilizers  (Junior) — 1  hour  per  week  for  20  weeks. 
Character  and  types  of  soils,  moisture,  air,  heat,  organisms  and  fer- 
tilizing ingredients  of  the  soil ;  manures  and  commercial  fertilizers. 

Units  Y2 

Soils  and  Fertilizers  (Senior) — 3  hours  per  week  for  20  weeks. 
A  more  comprehensive  course  than  that  in  the  Junior  year,  with 
special  attention  to  drainage,  irrigation  as  suited  to  intensive  hor- 
ticulture in  the  East,  soil  bacteria,  etc.  Units  1 

School  Gardening — 3  hours  per  week  for  20  weeks.  History 
of  the  movement ;  purpose,  principles,  methods  of  teaching.  Plan- 
ning and  planting;  practice  at  the  Ambler  Public  School.      Units  1 

Vegetable  Gardening  (Junior) — 5  hours  per  week  for  40  weeks. 
Lecture  and  practical  work.  Outdoor  vegetables,  their  entire  cul- 
ture, including  preparation  of  the  ground,  manures,  fertilizers, 
pests,  diseases  and  harvesting.  Units  3 

Vegetable  Gardening  (Senior) — 5  hours  per  week  for  40  weeks. 
Lecture  and  practical  work.  Forcing  vegetables  under  glass  in 
greenhouses,  hotbeds  and  cold  frames.  Harvesting  and  marketing- 
Succession  and  rotation  of  vegetables,  quantity  of  seed  required, 
choice  hardy  vegetables.  Units  3 

V/oodj;'  Ornamentals — 3  hours  per  week  for  40  weeks.  Lecture 
and  practical  work.  This  course  is  designed  to  acquaint  the  student 
with  hardy  woody  ornamentals,  their  proper  uses ;  practical  work

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ENTRANCE  REQUIREMENTS 

Admission 

Candidates  over  eighteen  years  of  age  may  enter  under  any 
one  of  the  following  conditions : 

(a)  Presentation  of  a  diploma  from  a  recognized  High  School 

or  its  equivalent. 

(b)  Upon  passing  an  examination  in  the  following  subjects: 

English, 
Mathematics, 

and  any  two  of  the  following: 

French,  German,  Latin,  Physics,  Physiology,  History. 

(c)  Candidates  over  twenty-five  years  of  age  who  cannot  com- 

ply with  the  above  requirements  may  be  given  sepa- 
rate consideration,  if  they  can  show  general  knowl- 
edge sufficient  in  character  and  extent  to  satisfy  the 
Committee  on  Admission. 

A  medical  certificate  of  health  is  required.  In  its  absence  stu- 
dents will  be  required  to  pass  a  physical  examination.  The  diplo- 
ma course  is  intended  for  strong,  healthy  women. 

All  students  are  accepted  on  a  six  weeks'  probation.  The  health 
and  general  fitness  of  a  student  to  pursue  the  outlined  course  of 
study  will  be  considered. 

Diploma  i 

Completion  of  the  full  two  years'  course  of  study,  of  40  weeks 
each,  consisting  of  21  units  in  the  Junior  year  and  21  units  in  the 
Senior  year.  A  unit  equals  one  hour  lecture  work  or  two  hours 
practical  work  per  week  per  year. 

Certificate  of  Proficiency 

Certificates  of  proficiency  will  be  awarded  to  students  who  com- 
plete satisfactorily  an  entire  course  in  any  subject  extending  over 
at  least  one  calendar  year. 


SCHOOL  REQUIREMENTS 

Students  are  expected  to  be  in  their  places  at  the  opening  ses- 
sion on  Tuesday  morning,  and  after  a  recess  or  vacation,  also  to 
attend  the  class  immediately  preceding  a  vacation. 

Students  are  requested  to  return  from  vacations  the  afternoon 
or  evening  of  the  day  preceding  the  reopening  of  school. 

Students  may  not  remain  at  the  school  after  the  morning  of 
the  first  day  of  vacation,  unless  written  permission  is  obtained  from 
the  Director. 
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Each  student  is  required  to  take  her  turn  on  duty  in  all  depart- 
ments, including  occasional  work  on  Sundays  and  holidays.  This 
affords  an  excellent  opportunity  to  develop  self-reliance  and  judg- 
ment. 

All  plants  are  under  the  care  of  the  instructor  in  charge,  and 
may  not  be  handled  or  interfered  with  in  any  way  without  per- 
mission. 

All  instruction  is  by  practice  work  in  the  garden,  orchard  and 
greenhouse,  and  by  class  room  lectures,  with  collateral  reading. 

Each  student  taking  the  full  course  is  required  to  submit  a 
diary  of  practical  work  and  collection  of  plants  and  insects. 

No  change  in  the  course  of  study  is  permitted  without  consul- 
tation with  the  Director. 

Only  those  who  attain  the  required  standard  during  the  Junior 
year  will  be  accepted  for  the  Senior  course. 

No  diploma  student  who  has  received  credit  for  work  previ- 
ously taken  and  is  exempt  from  the  examination  in  a  given  subject 
may  be  enrolled  as  a  member  of  that  class. 

Punctuality  and  attendance  must  be  regular.  This  applies  to 
all  students. 

Five  cuts  per  term  will  be  allowed,  only  two  of  which  may  be 
taken  on  Tuesday  and  Saturday.  One  cut  is  equivalent  to  a  half 
day's  work. 

Cuts  are  for  emergency  only. 

All  cuts  in  practical  work  must  be  made  up. 

Tardiness  counts  as  half  a  cut. 

Absence  on  account  of  illness  will  be  considered  by  the  Faculty. 


HOUSEHOLD  REQUIREMENTS 

All  students  desiring  to  leave  Ambler  during  the  school  week 
are  required  to  obtain  the  consent  of  the  Director. 

Students  who  expect  to  be  away  for  one  or  more  meals  are 
required  to  register  at  the  office,  leaving  their  addresses  and  time 
of  return. 

Each  student  is  required  to  make  her  own  bed  and  keep  her 
room  swept  and  in  order. 

No  nails  to  be  driven  in  the  walls. 

Breakage,  injury  or  loss  of  articles  belonging  to  the  school 
should  be  reported  at  the  office  and  the  loss  made  good  by  thf 
student. 
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Meals  served  in  bedrooms,  85  cents. 
No  laundering  to  be  done  in  bath  rooms. 

Each  student  is  required  to  bring  heavy  blankets,  quilt,  towels, 
bureau  covers,  napkins  and  napkin  ring.  The  following  articles 
are  desirable  but  not  required :  Rug,  window  curtains  and  bath  mat. 

All  downstairs  and  hall  lights  shall  be  extinguished  and  house 
doors  locked  at  10  P.  M.  Students  are  requested  to  be  in  their 
own  rooms  at  10  P.  M.,  and  are  expected  to  extinguish  lights  at 
10.30  P.  M. 

In  case  of  illness  the  Chestnut  Hill  Hospital,  with  an  excellent 
corps  of  physicians,  is  within  easy  driving  distance. 

A  Student  Government  Association  has  been  organized  in  the 
interest  of  self-discipline  and  social  affairs.  This  association  is 
governed  by  laws  of  its  own  making,  subject  to  approval  by  the 
Faculty. 

The  Ambler  Post  Office  is  a  money  order  and  registry  office. 
The  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  and  Adams  and  American 
Express  Companies  have  offices  in  Ambler. 

The  First  National  Bank  of  Ambler  will  open  accounts  with 
students.
